This is a great victory for the 


South-but 1 suppose it 
makes 


rather dry reading for those who 
haven't followed the story down 
through the years. Here is a brief 
outline of the issue: 


The traditional basis for fixing 


freight rates wasn't mileage alone. 
The volume of business which the 
railroads got out of certain manu- 
facturing cities had much to do 
with what the carriers 
charged. 


For a lot o£ tons they .charged one 
city or section less per ton per 
rnile than they charged another 
city or section which gave them 
little freig'v* business. In addition, 
ol course, x<ere were 
different 


classifications of freight; for instan- 
ce, raw commodities were moved 
in bulk into a manufacturing cen- 
ter at a cheaper rale than manu- 
factured products were moved out 
again — nevertheless, these manu- 
factured products coming out of an 
Eastern city moved cheaper mile- 
for-mile than when they were made 
in a Southern city. 


The Soiith's historic 
complaint 


was that very frequently an East- 
ern factory could buy raw mater- 
ial here in our own section, freight 
$ \° .Jile •Eastv.turn, jt into manu- 
factured goods, 
and ship those 


goods right back into our own 
territory cheaper than we could 
manufacture the same articles and 
ship thum a couple hundred miles. 


This was literally true of the 


towns I know best, El Dorado, 
where I spent six years, and Hope,' 
the last 23. But it was also true 
of some of1 the Middle Western 
cities which were battling the old 
industrial centers of the East. 


The greatest example was Chi- 


missioner in June 1947, sought and 
obtained permission to represent 
nine such firms.

This newest, many-sided income 


tax uproar was set off by a Senate 
speech Thursday in which Williams 
said the Indianapolis Brewing Co 
got a $35,000 tax rebate on top of 
settling for $4,500 a $636,000' claim 
for back federal taxes after Nunan 
got permission in 1949 to handle 
its tax appeal.

combined.

It means a great deal to the 


small cities of the South and West. 

Tex- 
tile mills are quitting New England 
in droves, coming South — close 
to their raw materials. There is 
the same trend in the paper pulp 
business, and many other lines. 


And the equalization of freight 


rates is the greatest advantage 
our section has ever won, for U 
assures us that such new industry 
as (Joes settle in our section won't 
have Us throat cut by discrimina- 
tory railroad rates while trying to 
reach the big markets with finish* 
e4 goods.

Little Rock, Feb. 16 (/P) — Re- 


vamping Arkansas' highway sys- 
tem has been suggested as the only 
way to bring about good roads in 
the state. 


This was one of several sug- 


gertions offered; to the 
Arkansas 


Highway Audit Commission at its 
final public hearing here 
yester- 
day. 


The recommendations camo from 


Chief Engineer Alf Johnson, a vet- 
eran of 25 years with the Arkan- 
sas Highway Department; former 
Highway Director J. C. Baker, who 
held that post under three gover- 
nors; William M. Spann, Kansas 
City consulting engineer, and P. G. 
Wilson of St. Louis, chief auditor 
for the HAC. 


Their composite opinions called 
for: 


1. A revised Highway Commis- 


sion with a maximum of five mem- 
bers instead of the present 12. A 
proposed constitution to set up a 
five-member commission with stag- 
gered 10-year terms will be voted' 
on at next November's g e n e r a l 
election. 


2. Reduction of the highway sys- 


tem from the present 0,723 miles 
to 7,700 miles or less. 


3. Remodification of all highway 


laws into a single basic 
highway 


statute, covering purchasing, the 
size of the road network, defini- 
tion of responsibilities, creation of 
a merit system and fixing authority 
at all Highway Department levels. 


4. Decentralization of engineer. 


ing administration from the Little 
Ro;* headquarters to the mainte- 
nance districts. 


5 Increased salaries to encour- 


age new technical employes to en- 
ter state service, 


8. Modernization of 
accounting 


procedures. Thig already has bei-n 
undertaken by the Arkansas High- 
may Commission.

7. Removal of politics from per-, 


sonnel administration and r o a d 
placement.

Johnson also recommended that 
tht state impose a special tax on 
heavy trucks moving through the 
state.
